often reſtored by adminiſtering what are 
called expectorants and ſtimuli, eſpecially 
a ſolution of gum ammoniac, with the ſal. 
e. c. Seeing therefore, that there is ſome 
difficulty attending in each of the applica- 
tions and regimens-ſeparately, the moſt ra- 
rional method, I ſhould imagine, would be

to hit upon the medium of both regimens, 
and to join the bark along with ſtimulants 
and cordials, by which means, both inten- 
tions might be anſwered at once, namely, 
that of rouſing the fibres, and exerting 
them to react, when at the ſame time they 
are coroborated and ſtrengthened by the 
bark; practice convinces the truth of this 
theory. That the bark doth often not an- 
ſwer the expectations of the phyſician, 
is moſt probably owing to, either of its not 
being properly guarded with ſtimula- 
ting and warm medicines, or, which I be- 
lieve is too often the caſe, to its not been 


given in full doſes, and not being perſeve- 


red in, though it muſt be allowed, that 

whenever an anginal dyſpnea is at hand, 
that the bark cannot be adminiſtered with 
out bringing on alarming ſymptoms. But 
might it not often ſucceed when joined 
with balſamies and aromatics? | 
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
